Dispatch. Mrs. Carr, in an interview at 
het dauhter’s home in Darien, Conn., 
told a Post-Dispatch correspondent that 
ehe was writing her “Recollections.”

The result is a contrivance which 
looks like a china crown. Around the 
inside of the plate. runs a raised row 
of very sharp barbs. These points are 
so. close together and so sharp: that if

in forbidden -territory it is severely 
lacerated. 
Around the outside of the barbs is 
the plate. But any invasion-.of the soup 
territory proper is stopped by the sharp 
points.

RODGERS LOSES 
HIS BEARINGS AND 
LANDS IN PEORIA 


Has to Drop Down for Fuel and; 


Then Goes on His 
Way. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 9.—Aviator C. P. 
Rodgers was lost for an nour or so to- 
day, after arising at Joliet. He finally 
landed at Streator, Ill., having flown 50 
miles in 74 minutes in his aeroplane trip 
from ocean to ocean. 

Rodgers flew directly toward Spring- 
field when he rose. He lost the main 
line of the Chicago & Alton Road, 
which he is following, and passed over 
Elwood, Wilmington, Coal City, Mazonia 
and Gardner, to Dwight, where the 
Peoria branch line connects with the 
main line. He hovered over Dwight and 
then started toward Peoria instead of 
Springfield.; He finally landed at Strea- 
tor for gasoline and found his mistake. 


JOLIET, Ul., Oct. 3.—C, P.. Rodgers, 
the aviator, who is attempting to fly 
from New York to San _ Francisco, 
started from here at 8:25 oclock this 
morning, headed for St. Louis. He 
started from a field one mile north of 
this city and circled over the Joliet 
Penitentiary several times before re- 
suming his journey coastward. 

He passed over the city at an altitude 
of 1500 feet. going a mile a minute. 

He was followed by a special train 
over the Chicago & Alton Railroad and 
expected to arrive in St. Louis before 
dark. 

“The weather conditions are favor- 
able and I will stay in the air as long 
as possible,” said Rodgers. “I expect 
my first stop will be at Springfield.”

HER SISTER TELLS STORY 


Husband Testifies Wife Frequent- 
ly Went Out With Men, Pos- 
ing as Miss Johnson. 


When her sister testified that after 
Mrs. Clara Pingree and her husband, 
Frank H. Pingree, separated Mrs. Pin- 
gree told her she was stopping in the 
apartments of William F. Bagnell, sec- 
retary of the Bagnell Automobile Co., 
Judge Wurdeman in the Clayton Circuit 
Court said:

Miss Peck told-of an automobile ride 
which she and Mrs. Pingree took with 
Bagnell.

‘“‘We went to Busch’s grove and had 
dinner,”’ she said. ‘Then we went: to 
Cafferata’s and Walsh’s and got home 
after midnight. My sister and Mr. Bag. 
nel! sat in the front seat. He said he 
was teaching her to drive and he had 
his arm around her all the time. They 
used endearing terms all evening. She 
called him ‘Dear’ and he called her 
‘Lovey.’ I was shocked the day after 
the separation when my sister told me 
she was. stopping at Mr. Bagnell’s 
apartments. She said she had no other 
place to go.” P 

Often Away at Night. 

Pingree testified that because of his 
connection with the fur business he is 
at home nearly all the time in summer, 
but in the fall and winter he frequently 
works far into the night. While he was 
absent from home, he said, his wife went 
out with other mgn to some of whom 
she was known as ‘‘Miss Johnson.”’ He 
first learned of this, he said, in Septem- 
ber, 1910, when his wife telephoned home 
that she had missed a car and would 
stay all night at a friend’s house. 

Pingree, in his automobile, went to 
this friend’s house, intending to take 
his wife home. He found she had not 
teen there. He then went to the homes 
of all the friends of thé family in St. 
Louis, but could not find his wife. 

When Mrs. Pingree returned in the 
morning he ordered her from the house. 
She went, but a week later there was a 
reconciliation. 

Pingree said he became more suspi- 
cious when his wife frequently tele- 


| phoned to his office to see whether he 


would be home early. Bach, time he 
told her he would not- hes ed from 
servants that his Wife would go out, 
sometimes staying all night. On April 
19 last, he said, Mrs. Pingree told him 
they had an invitation to dine with 
Bagnell, from whom they had bought 
their automobile. Pingree said he would 
be too busy to go, and Mrs. Pingree 
said she would keep the engagement 
alone. 
Found Her at 3:30 A. M. 

At 9:30 p. m. she telephoned that she 
was on her way home. At 1:30 she had 
not arrived there. At 3:30 a. m. Pin- 
sree testified he found his wife fully 
dressed and lying across a bed in a back 
room of their home. He ordered her 
from the house. 

‘Two days later Pingree and his wife 
raced to Clayton to file divorce suits, 
the wife reaching there first. 

The nameg of two men not hitherto 
connected with the case were mentioned 
in Monday’s testimony. One wags re- 
ferred to as Mr. Rainey and the other 
as Mr. Ebersole. 

Former Sweetheart Testifies, 

It was also brought out that Francis 
Adams, a stamp and seal manufacturer 
of St, Louis, was Mrs. Pingree’s sweet- 
heart before she married Pingrée. This 
statement was made by Adams in a 
deposition which was read in court. 

Adams testified that he had known 
the Pingrees 10 years. He said he took 
Mrs. Pingree out to dinner two or three 
times and one night she missed her 
car. She told him she had friends at 
$224 Lucas avenue and he took her there, 
leaving her at the door. He said he in- 
troduced her as Miss Johnson to a Mr. 
Ebersole. 

Miss Johnson, 
he said it sounded better, as she was 
married.

Because of Bad Roads on Moun- 
tain Side President Barely 
Escapes Night in Wilds. 











OTHERS IN PARTY MIRE 





Executive Impressed With Ne- 
cessity for Better Roads in 
National Parks. 





By Associated Press. 

TACOMA, Wash., Oct. 9.—Despite his 
narrow escape from spending a night in 
the mountain fastness of Mount Ranier, 
hecause of heavy roads. President Taft 
declared, just before leaving here for 
Seattle, that he had thoroughly enjoyed 
his trip to the foot of the glaciers. 

The presidential party, convoyed by 
several automobiles, started yesterday 
afternoon on the 72-mile trip to the base 
of the glaciers.. The first 60 miles were 
made over smooth roads. Once inside 
of Mount Ranier National Park, how- 
ever, the party found the roads wet and 
heavy and as they proceeded, the high- 
way became almost a quagmire. Final- 
ly several automobiles became mired and 
with their own power could go no fur- 
ther. 

The President’s car was in advance of 
these and managed to proceed, even 
through the worst parts of the road. 
The President passed on up to the snow 
line. In the meantime forest rangers 
had pulled several of the stalled auto- 
mobiles from the mire, and they were 
turned back for the return trip before 
the President’s car reached them on its 
downward trip. Four cars, however, 
were left temporarily stranded in the 
mountains. 

The President’s car sank deep in 
the muddy ruts in the road and skid- 
ded badly at times, despite the safety 
chains that had been thrown over the 
rear tires. 

The president completed the jour- 
ney as planned, and it is said that he 
declared later that he had been im- 
pressed with the necessity of addi- 
tiona] Government appropriations for 
road-building in the national parks.

Clark said that Secretary Fish- 
er’s visit to the Territory must result 
in great good and that the people of 
Alaska hoped that In addition to settling 
the coal land problem, the next session 
of Congress would result in the enact- 
ment of other legislation needed by the 
Territory.

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The Central Trades and Labor Union, 


at its meeting Sunday, instructed its 
Legislative Committee, of which John 
P. McDonough is chairman, to wage 4 
vigorous campaign against the $2,500,000 
bond issue for the completion of the 
Tree Bridge. The bond issue proposition 
jwill be voted on at a special election 
Nov. 7. 

The union’s opposition to the bond Issue 
is based upon the fact that practically 
all of the contracts for its construction 
were let to outside firms, and that St. 


getting the benefit of the money paid 
out in wages, and to the further fact 
that the Municipal Assembly granted to 
the Southern Illinois Traction Co. an un- 
reasonable franchise to use the bridge 
before the structure was well begun.

PRACTICAL PLAN FOB A ZOO. 
In yesterday’s Post-Dispatch Magazine was an 
informing page article, telling how success may 
be achieved in creating a St. Louis Zoological 
Garden. 
New York, Cincinnati, Cleveland, Atlanta,_ 
Kansas City and Memphis have all created good 
zoological gardens by different methods, which 
are described in the article, which shows what 
handsome buildings some of these cities have 
as homes for the animals. 
The Post-Dispatch. which was instrumental]. in 
establishing the present nucleus fr a zoo in 
Forest Park, has for years urged the better hous- 
ing of the animals and birds, which have prac 
tically no winter protection, and the completion 
of the scheme by making a zoological garden of 
which the city could be proud and which would 
be a perpetua] source of entertainment and ed- 
ucation for young and old. 
The New York plan, of cooperation between 
the local zoological soviety and the municipal 
authorities has worked out well. That society 
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city of New York appropriates money for their 
maintenance. The St. Louis society expects to 
raise $100,000 as a beginning and to-erect the 
necessary buildings, if the city will supply the 
site in Forest Park and agree to set aside ati 
annual maintenance fund.
